Blacks vs. W lii tes Part 1 

Or 

Fuck The Mule, Fuck The Fbrty Acres 

Forty acres and a mule. Thats right Forty acres and a mule. The 
phrase that sparked a tiro usand debates and hopefully anillion 
iisdights. Fornearlyniy whole life,every block person Iliave ewr 
known has used this at one point or another lor whatever reason. 
The claim that because their skin oolorwas darker than mine and 
that maybe their ancestors csame to America aboard slave ships, 
that somehow it meant that I owed them some tiling because 
maybe my ancestors might have been responsible lor that. The 
boat tiling notthe skin thing To explore this in depth we need a 
little bitol background information. 

When early British and Portuguese sailors first made expeditions 
into the eastern and southern coastal regions of Africa, tlieu 
established contact with the dominant tribes with the initial 
intent of creating a safe layover ports to be utilized by traders on 
their way to and from the rich ports of India and southeast Asia. 
Unfortunately Alrioa had very little to offer potential importers 
aside from pelts and raw diamonds, both of which required too 
much work to be tml y profitable, and unbelievabl y cheap slaves 

Europeanswere not virgins to the concept of slavery England, the 
Roman Empire, Gaul etc., all had significant experience with the 
slave trade.. With Cliristianity so widespread and slavery being 
seen asa sortof uncouth and barbaric practice, not many chose to 
trade in human llesh. But with this huge new source of profit 
available, and the Catholic church declaring that Negroes were 
soulless not "gpd’s people" and hence, lair game, the allure ol 
wealth was just too much to resist 

Alrioa was a diflerent story. For centuries slavery was tradition. 
Defeated tribal warriors were expected to either reward the 
victor with their own slaves or else s erw as dov?s themselves. 
And since slaves were considered property, the y could be bu med 
alive, traded lor goods and services etc. And what better to trade 
a human beingfor, than some spioes from Indiaor shiny beads and 
silk from Asia? 

Lets get one tiring perfectly dear; itwasnl like Europeans landed 
and just started snatching up random black folk. Popular anti- 
European sentiment woulcllead us to believe that tire Europeans 
made anrad dash to this "dark" continent with the sole intention of 
enslaving tire entire population. Tire only thing that Ive heard 
that is more ludicrous is that the way you should measure your 
penis is from its tip all tire way to your asshole. 

Anuwho, when tire Europeans realizrd the tremendous potential 
ol this human resource, which I hr sure took all ol about three 
seconds they eagerly packed their boats with as mudr human 
cargo as tire vessels could hold without sinking And with little 
legard lor tire people they considered nothing more than oargp, 
they made a mad dash to the colonies of the new world. At tire 
same time, the Alrioan element in this equation started to realise 
the tremendous profit potential oombined with an influx ol 
manufactured gpods, previously unknown and unavailable to 
them, that with these Europeans could provide. 

hr the most simplest terms both sides vent completely apeslrit 

Eager to trade everything except the boat they rode in, the 
Europeans rapidl y cleaned out marry coastal communities ol their 
hard-earned slaves Tire Africans bum rushed by the demand and 
blinded by the potential wealth and power to oe gained, began 
warring amongst themselves, not onl y to secure themselves a solid 
position asa lavored traders, but also to procure even more slaves 
to be traded to tire Europeans The laws of supply and demand, 
now infull effect dictated the action of both sides and sooneror 
later, tire shit would hit the fan. 

The world changed drastically as tire American colonies ol which 
England had been taxing tire shit out of, told them where drey 
corud stick their tea. Ensuing war loan alter loan from foreigr 
countries looking to stick it to jolly old England and the eventual 
declaration of independence took its toll on tire economy ol tire 
infant nation. Looking for a means to rebuild their crippled 
empires and make up lor the lost British revenues wealthy 
landholders all over the new country set their e yes upon the lree 
labor die Africans oould provide. 

Slave traders from every oomer of the world scurried to meet the 
demand and it wasi’t long before they realized that diey could 
use die considerable technological and tactic advances at their 
disposal to cut out the middleman Soon trading expeditions 
turned Ironi dealing with the native tribes of Africa to dealing 
with everyone and anyone who could put an African in drains 

and toss them onto their boat last enough. Portuguese, British, 
Dutch, French and Spanish slave traders all expanded their 
operations building larger and more specialized sliips able to 
pack hundred ol slaves into their holds so as to increase the 
profitability of a single vo yage. And soonenough, any dob with a 
boat and some chains was in on this Alrioan gold rush. 

On a side note, havingneverbeen packed into a slave ship like a 
gpddamn sardine mysell, I have only my ever-fertile imagination 
to supply me with ideas of how dose that situation must have 
been to a living hell lor those poor bastards. Yes itwas an atrocity 
rivaled only by that executed by the Naas. I irr 1 airly certain that 
we re all in agreenrentorr this one, with the obvious exoeptionsol 
tire white supremacy sliver of the American pie. 

But reflectingon these events, one idea consistently asserts itself, 
hr a sense, the Africans brought the world ol hurt upon 
themselves Had they initially not been so eager to sell tlreir 
brethren, slave or not into the servioe ol strangers lor material 
wealth, tiring? might have turned out different ylor black people. 
Maybe better, maybe worse, who really knows? Just so me tiring 
for you to think about as we near tire endol the education portion 
ol our little forum. 

Almost thirty years after Americas declaration ol independence 
and millions ol endaved Afrioans later, tire Britidr empire 
flinched lirst and finally gave a token bow to the demands ol 
slavery abolitionists, tire Church of England and the Hoi y Pope ol 
Rome himself and issued a royal decree declaring the practiae ol 
davery illegal in all tire empire. This appears to be little more 
than a token gesture to silence the growing air ti-d a ve movement 
as even uj*vards of twenty ipais later known slave traders were 
still operating openly in the empire and under tire protection ol 
tire crown. 

In America, tire rilt between northern and southern Americans 
was widening In the north, Anrerioans were beguiling to adopt 
an abolitionist point of view and with an economy rooted in 
industry and an urban lifestyle, tire northerners oould afford talk 
ol freeing black daves. While the south, with its agricultural 
economy and agrarian lifestyle, relied lar too much on the 
relatively free labor that imported daves oould provide to 
contemplate their emancipation This issue ol Ireedcnr lor slaves 
soon spread to an issue of state's rights over governmental decree 
and with tire turmoil and mistrust associated with tire political 
system at tire time, 13 states opted to secede from the union 
sparking a bloody lour year war. 

During tire oonllict, President Lincoln, living up to a campaign 
promise, issued tire Emancipation Proclamation which specified 
emancipation for slave? but only in rebel states. This had a two- 
fold effect in that it oauaed daves within rebel states to act as a 
sort of grerilla army, thus causing the Confederacy to have to 
look in many directions at the same time. Tire seoond, more 
powerful effect, was to change the scope ol tire war from a war 
against secession, to a war against slavery Unfortunately this left 
those daves in union territory temporaril y drit out ol luck. 

But two years later; tire Thirteenth Amendment, of which Lincoln 
showred personal interest, was passed into law effectively banning 
tire practioe ol slavery writ lrin the United States and freeing those 
daves residingwrithin the Union states. It would not be until later 
in that same uear that tire Civil Warwrould end and the slaves 
writlrin Conle derate territory wrould be freed Which bring us to 
tire to pi cat hand. 

As early as tire 1808 authors politicians, and aristocrats in 
England wrere calling for some lonn of restitution to be paid to 
freed daves and although no tiring substantial ever oame of it the 
idea lingered and eventually made its way to the United States 

Following the Civil War, several attempts were made to pass 
legislature granting the slaves compensation in the form of lairds 
and mo lies previously held by former slave ovmns. These efforts 
wrere repeatedly thwarted by tire white majority whose major 
argument was that to require foarrer daw? ewirers to grant lieed 
daves lairds and/or monies wrould decimate an already crippled 
southern economy. Ultimately, tire economy of the country wn 
out over the rightful claim ol lieed slaves Isnl democracy great? 

hr recent history many attempts have been made to bring the 
issue ol compensation to a satisfactory lor black America, liirale. 
Citing the plight of Native and Oriental Anrerioans oreveri that 
ol Jev/idr peoples in Naa Germany black America has resumed 
tire push lor some sortof compensation writh new fervor. Proposals 
ol late have included demands for 1 trillion dollars to he divided 
evenly between every black person in Anrerioa, to more 
reasonable suggestions ol low-interest or no-interest loans to 
improve blacat communities, special health initiative? and 
donations to black sdrolardrip programs. A f ine ideabut a lot like 
anal sex a sound theory, but in the end someone has to take it in 
the ass 

- The Forty Acres - 

Here comes the noise. Immediatel y lol lowing the endol the Civil 
War, the Department ol W ar issued Special Order No 13, which 
dear! y stated that near! y a half million acres d confiscated rebel 

lands located in North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida were to be set aside and divided irito 40 acres tracts oi 
land. Deeds to these tracts ol land were given to the heads of 
families ol lreedmen as a sort ol compensation lor the misdeeds 
done to them. 

In the fall ol the same year, under pressure from tire former owners 
of those land? who wrere ol lar better social standing? and lar 
wealthier than the lreedmen President Johnson rescinded 
Special Order No. 13 and issued special pardons to tire 
landow/ner? effectively negating the government's oonfisoation of 
their lands. These landholders immediately removed tire 
lreedmen from their lands, sometimes writli the aid of local peace 
officers and national guardsmen and often thro ugh force. 

The Freedman's Bureau and many others, including the general 
who had carried out Special Order No. 13, disapproved of the 
issuing ol these presidential pardons and sponsored bill alter bill 
attempting to compensate the lreedmen writli rightlullydeserved 
lands And time aitertime their efforts were vetoed by President 
Johnson directly. Even though Congress extended the life of the 
Freedmens Bureau past its initially proposed lifespan, no bill it 
sponsored that oould grant compensation would pass. 

Truth be told, this is only one ol many betrayals that the US. 
government, and more importantly American presidents, have 
been a party to sinoe the Declaration of Independence. Looking 
through history, our government has broken promises and/or 
directly fucked over just about every radal, social, and religous 
sub-culture in existence, writli no exception This shouldn't be a 
shocking revelation to anyone writli a lilth-grade education And 
what can you do about a president breaking some sort ol promise 
or telling a boldfaced lie to the American people? Current events 
say apparently nothing But I digress, 

-The Mule - 

Ri^it oil the bat, there is no reference ol any mule in anyof tlx? 
research material Ive read regarding the reparations or 
reimbursements to freed slavesor theirkin None. Inhundreds and 
hundreds ol pages of history the only thing that even remotely 
comes dose to a promise ol a mule was in anorder issued from one 
union general to another.. The order come i mine di ate ly foil owing 
Special Order No. 13s division ol lands to freed slaves Iran tlx? 
general issuingit and was simply 'aloanol any and all animals no 
longerol use to the United Statesmilitary . 

Thats right. No reparationsin tlx? lonn cl a mule or an y other type 
ol pack animal lor that matter. In fact il you really want to ^t 
riglitdowm to it, what the luck happened to tlx? animals that wrere 
loaned? While Im sure that tlx? good black folks who borrowed 
them took great care of them they were a loan I w*ant those 
mother! ucki ng animals back. 

The lacts behind this clever tee-shirt selling catch-phrase is that 
either black people are j ust greedy or the y want to stick it to "The 
Man" for that extra little bit or it was just so catchy that it beoame 
a rallying cry behind which anybody could hid behind. Aslaras 
being greedy, I don't really think that that’s the case, but 
nonetheless it remains a possibility. Kind ol like the possibility 
that O.J. didn't kill his wrile and her boyfriend and the real killer 
remains at large, remote but still plausible. Sticking it to "The 
Man" is probably the original motivation and inspiration and uou 
really can't lault blackslor that This country was made greatby 
the simple premia? that il you talk a gpod bullshit you can get 
something for nothing I tip my hat to them and sau. kudos to you!. 
The more reoent and irritating phenomenon is the latter where 
uninformed and sell-righteous masses scream the catch-phrase 
from the mountaintop for x> long that truth doesn't really matter 
altera while. And thats when the lynching? begin. 

Tire arguments made for restitutions have surprisingly remained 
die same in die hundred plus years sinoe blades wrere freed from 
slavery. ; # r l - Slaves wre re never compensated for their 203 years 
of slave labor resulting in a substantial loss cl inheritance lor dreir 
descendants while the progeny of former slave owners have 
profited greatl y. #2 - The American government reneged on it's 
gift of confiscated lands to freed slaves followring die Gvil War. 
#3 - That the systematic oppression based on race hindered the 
ellorts ol many black Americans to better die ms? Ive sand made it 
almost impossible to share in the allluenoe ol diis country. All 
viable arguments. 

But in closing II I thought lor even a seoond diat paying off tlx? 
black citizens of America wrould put an end to racial tension and 
inequality, I’d be the lirst honkey pi telling in 3 bucks. But it won't. 
The centuries ol unease between die diflerent races in America 
cannot and more importaud y should not be solved throughwhat 
is, in essence, racial -guilt motivated extortion. If anydiing this 
would cause die racial pendulum to swing even further awau 
Irom die ideal balanoe that w«? all secredy hope lor each and 
every day. A wrise man once said 'forgive and forget" I say

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A Note on Booking Benefits 

It may seem a little late, but to me, it’s net till 
now that the simmer (or Summer of All Asia, as many of 
us knew it) has drawn to an end Fortunately, my summer 
(the actual pre-retumingto school or work kind) went out 
with a bang, at the DIY Art Space Ben eft, a 4 hour, 7 
band celebration of all that was punk, ending in the long- 
awaited retim of Disaster Strikes! that Jeff from DS and I, 
had put together For anyone else who went to the show 
and is wondering how the Art Space is corning along, it 
really 131 't andhere‘sthe ext ended explanation why 

Initial!/ we booked the All Asia Cafe to have 
the show at just as a backup, we'd realty wanted 
something with more space to play and dance, a hi^ier 
capacity and which was easier on letting kids mosh (I 
guess because one of All Asia's walls is just a window 
orio Mass Ave , mortnng inside looks like a brawl from 
the street, and they've had problems with the police 
because of that in the past) However, after calling wery 
church, Elks Lodge, VFW and YWCA in the greater 
Boston Area with no luck, we were left with the All Asia 
It ended up being pretty well-suted for what we needed, 
and because the lacty who owns t works the front door, I 
figured that* d be one less thng for me to worry about 
However, when it came time to collect the door money 
after the show, I was proven wrong. 

The All Asia's policy for rtiows is that for each 
per who oomes in, the bar needs to be paid $3 for their 
drink ticket (which everyone gets" free" at the door) The 
show was $6 at the door and the capacity of All Asia is 
between 100 and 1 50 people (depending who you ask) So, 
ideally we'd have made about $300 after paying the bar, 
enough to get us on our way t oward gettingthe Art Space 
a utility sink, ventilation, plumbing and of course rent We 
left wth $65. Now, granted this was after paying the oit- 
of-town bands (Great Clearing of from Philly, Mcnier 
Squad and The Escaped, both from the west ooast) each 
$20 in gas monef However, the real problem was that 
when the bar owner checked her 111 she told us only 35 
how many people had ccme to the show that weren't in 
one of the bands There had been seven bands, many of 
which only had 2 or three members (Fruit Salad [before 
they had a bassist], As Long As We're Liv ing. We're All 
Dy ng The Cliches), but anyone at that show will tell you 
there were more than 35 kids there Keep m mndthe show 
went for four hours, with kids going n and oit ccnstantty, 
and at the end, when seme of the bands had already left. 
Disaster Strikes! was still p layngto a full house 

So in conclusion, the All Asia has done a lot for 
the Boston punk community, but I don't recommend

I have 
been involved in punk rock projects for around 
20 years, and to be yanked out of iw el email by 
The State is a difficult thing to deal with. It is 
hard to retain self ini age' identity when I have all 
of my free world property taken from me. IN 
Texas prison, we all wear identical issued 
uniforms, and have standardized hail' cuts. They 
cannot, however, confiscate the contents of niy 
mind (such as it is) or erase my tattoos. A search 
for like minded individuals in here quickly 
proved fruitless. Nobocty at this unit has any 
significant knowledge of punk rock/HC or any of 
the associated ideals. So inevitably any discussion 
of music I have with fellow inmates involves 
than gushing about Linkiii Park or Papa Roach or 
other similar garbage. Oh, sure, one or two people 
might claim to have heard of The Misfits or Black 
Flag, but they have never actually heard their 
music. But of course they are quick to daim Nu- 
Metal’s superiority over all other forms of music 
One of ny co-workers in the prison kitchen (I 
have since moved on to a job in the maintenance 
department) was especially adamant about 
espousing the virtues of Nu-Metal. ONe day I 
told liim "Hey, I heard there’s a new rap -metal 
band out on Warner Brothers records. Their 
market analysis and focus group stucty inti cates 
that the new band will prove really popular with 
your demographic. You should check out the 
CD!" My sarcasm was couplet ely lost on him. 
And then, here in prison, we have all of the "rap 
stars". Eveiybocty’s a fucking rapper. How 
shallow it is to be concerned only with money, 
cars and "bitches". It is amazing so many people 
can be suckered into such stupid materialism. 
They don't seem to realize that, that is exactly 
what the ruling class want. It is better to be 
foaised completely on platinum records, platinum 
teeth and gold Cadillacs than to focus on the 
murder of Chilians in Iraq or Afghanistan. Don't 
woriy about the aiminalization of poor people or 
the disenfranchisement of generations of black 
people.. .just write more lyrics about selling dope 
and pimping hoes and they 7 will keep feeding us 
into the system and making money 7 off of us.

Interview conducted by Jiinny Johnson and 
Katie the Cleaning! ady. 

SS Decontrol have been together for about a 
year now and more than anyone else are 
responsible for establishing the hardcore scene 
here in Boston. An immensely powerfitl band 
live , their forthcoming 1 3 song album, " The Kids 
Will Have Their Say " will show the rest of the 
country just how great they are. We interviewed 
Al (guitar) at Pensgate in May; Jaime (Bass) was 
supposed to have been there too but he was busy 
catching up on his favorite pastime... 

Jimmy: What wasyourpuiposeoftaking6 weeks 
off? 

Al: Mental fatigue, because we play out too 
much, I hurt my knee, and the timing was rigit. 
We need to take time off and get away from each 
other and so I can think more. It was likeniy 
vacation. 

Katie: Do you think you pl«y out too much? 

Al: I think so. 

Jimmy : During the six weeks it was probably the 
deadest time since last year, do you tliiiik the 
other bands should have more responsibility in 
finding a place to play? 

Al: Definitely, yah I expected it, but I thought 
someone mi ght've taken hold and gp for it. 

Katie: Kev in Porter? 

Al: No, that would have helped cause these bands 
could’ve play ed if M edia Workshop had been 
open, it’s an easy way’ to play at Media 
Workshop. You just show ip there and play. 

Stick up a couple of posters. To clothe other gigs 
is harder, you got to fiickin work like hell. 

Jimmy: So you’ve been together about a year 
now, risjit? What inspiredyour original interest 
and made you decide to start a band? 

Al: Me, it was ay’ decision to start a band Lets 
see. I started playing guitar I think eight months 
before we started playing may’ be. I was gonna 
learn how to play for awhile, for about two years 
and learn, but then I said there is no music for 
me to listen to and I just got sick of it. 1 tried to 
listen to Bey’s Life and I tried to listen to listen to 
the Outlets. It was right around the time of the 
Dead Kennedy ’s and I said fuck it, kid it’s time 
t o like get out of Lynn and make some music 
that’s worth listeningto. Then I fiickin started 
asking stupid idiots in Boston if they'd start a 
band I actually like asked Tarzan and stuff like 
that. I was asking like fucked up people to be in a 
band cause I had no contacts at all. than I started 
talking to Jaime’s sister and she said. ”My brother 
is tiyingto start a band”. She brou glit him over to 
talk and I said ’’Yah. I’m tiyingto start a flicking 
band”. He was with Joe Mueller, he said yeah 
let's tiy to do it. Then I didn’t heat from him for a 
week an a half, I said fuck, I'm gonna run an add 
in the Phoenix. But then Jaime called me and 
said lets do it, so I went over to his house and 
fucked around and we kind of found out that 


M ueller wasn’t going to be the giy . That was like 
the only practice with M ueller. 

Jimmy: What was he going to be? 

Al: He was going to be the singer. We just fucked 
around and I couldn’t play for shit really, just the 
fundamentals and we just realized ri silt then that 
Joe Mueiler wasn’t going to be the guy. We had 
two meetings before we actually "played 
instruments and I told him what I wanted. Audi 
made sure he wasn’t a fucked up kid and not into 
like the drug thing. I got the drummer through 
the ad in the Phoenix I ran that for three 
consecutive weeks. At DOA we told Spring! that 
if he wanted to singwith us, he could sing with 
us. That was at DOA (rt the Underground) so 
M ueller was kinda in the band but me and Jaime 
decided hewasnt gonna beit. We had heard he 
was singing with some other bands. Hewasnt 
particularly ny favorite person and he had no 
originality to himself. He was singing like other 
people and he was tiying to act like some other 
punk star. We said, Springa would be good in the 
band. He’s an energetic little brat and stuff. We 
got Chris through the ad in the Phoenix He 
didit know what he was getting into maybe. He 
definitely wanted something fresh. 

Jimmy: So your original goal wasnt just to be 
another band, but to create a whole new scene? 

Al: That was the original tiling was to start the 
Boston thing, to start it therigit way. Thereto 
definite way s of going about it, like if the giy s in 
the band had done it their way it might have 
come out different, but the way I wanted to do it, 
it came out a certain way. I tried to tell them to 
do it their own way without the dubs and stuff I 
pretty’ much call the shots and except a couple 
times I let Springa call the shots and those were 
the Rat gigs and stuff. In fact I probably never 
would have played Streets but Springa apt us 
those gags. 

Katie Those were good gigs at Streets though. 

Al: Yeah, it was a good place to play' when it 


started. I’m not regrettingit. It was great. It brought it out 
to more people. Everythingwas imp oil ant. The Rat sig. 
no matter that it turned into a riot, was important, that 
was wly we did it. I figured that shit was gonna happen. 
The Street gigs we did to bring it out to the public more. 

It cant totally be underground We gave it a little 
substance at the Streets gigs. Some of those weient so 
hot. 

Jimmy: Areyou satisfied with tint original goal of 
creating a scene? Areyou satisfied with the way it is 

now? 

Al: Ya, I think it’s pretty good It’s big- -we definitely 
went after the people, cause that’s what we are into, the 
people. Spaces toplay ... It’s like we get enough gags so 
I'm pretty satisfied I think the gigs that we want we can 
get. We should find more places to pl<y , that’s maybe my 
fault that we haven't yet. There should be more places to 

piy- 

Jimmy: Itfc partly the other bands faults too. 

Al: Right, right, now I’ve got Gallery East but I should 
probably still be looking for other places. Ri slit now it 
seems we get enough gjg^, at least enough for me, I don’t 
have the need to go looking after new spaces but I’m 
gonna keep lookin g though . 

Jimmy: Where do you go from here, now that we’ve got a 
scene in Boston what doy ou do next? Doyou want to 
establish yourself as a national band or build Boston into 

a bigger scene... 

Al: To provide music, a certain kind of music for kids to 
go see., to really fiickin do the under 20 tiling Music 
that kids can listen to without getting fucked up. Not like 
La Peste, not that era back there, with the tiling revolving 
around the Rat and stuff, it would be the people^ more 
people, less dubs. Less cliqueyness, and less booze, just 
more people. 

Katie: But it is still diquey... 

Al: It's cliquey . it seems like the army doesn’t get any 
bigger cause people are afraid to come into it, but it’s not 
my fault, cause I certainly fiickin open ny arms to 
every bocty. 1 don’t think it’s a diquey club, I think that 




any one that wants to be a pait of it can be a part of it. 
It's not ny fault, we didn't even know the 
j m arbleheads. We just wanted to take in more people. 

I When it stagnates it's not my fault, it's just because, 
unnn, people don't open up to it. Alot of kicls that are 
out at the shows, tiny don't open up to us. How are we 
gonna know about 'em? The scene I wanted was 
modeled after the DC tiling cause that was people 
rather than places. 

Jimmy: Boston 1977 was the Rat. It’s not built around 
a dub any more. 


Al: Right, I don't think so. 

Katie: Do you think the media are jealous of what you 
created? 

Al: I think they feel realty old, I think they're 
totally ...looking back on what we’ve done, I kinds get 
liigh off it. I kin da look back and look at all the 
people. When I first started coming in, when I spt my 
license and started cominginto Boston and I looked at 
the peep le I saw, the so called "punk rockers" and all 
those people that were dinging onto that so called 
punk rock tiling Then we came in and just cleaned 
house. You won’t see any of thosepeople around 
today cause they feel like old fools or something. 

Jimmy: There’s no punk rock left any more, anyway. 
It's all art or hardcore. 

Al: There was no punk rock here ever, they were juat 
clinging onto something that wasn't there, and when 
we came in and brought them sometliingreal it was 
not right for them so they just left. You won't see too 
many people with jurt leather jackets and lots of 
buttons anymore. We brought them sometliingreal. I 
don't tliiiik Boston ever had anything real. Now I don't 
know about DMZ and all those bands, I think they 
were just all regular Rock n Roll bands and then all of 
a sudden this music came and they just rtarted...like 
the the Peter Dsytons of the world.. I think they all... 

Jimmy : T1 iq t were all musicians in 197 4 and 1975 
Al: Right, exactly they were probably playing before, 
and I’ve seen those films of live at the Rat and stuff 
and it looks like a lot of foolish people there. A lot of 
idiots at the Rat. I don’t know, this is what it brings to 


my mind and I don’t 
tliink Boston ever had 
a scene and I tliink 
we brought them 
sometliingreal that 
kids are realty into it 
and I think it totally 
blew their minds. 

Jimmy: The DJ's 
seem to pl^ the 
music now, but I 
don’t think they like 
it. 

Al: I don't know, I 
can’t pass judgment 
about who likes it 
and and who doesn’t . 

I don’t know, but 
flick, if they don’t 
like it they' shouldn't 
pljy it. I cant tell 
when they talk to me cause I 
think they don’t really tell the truth, I think 
they are scared to be honest with me. I dont tliink a 
lot of people will tell me the truth cause they’ are 
scared of me or something so I dont know . ..I cant 
j tell where they are coming from, I think it’s great if 
the DJ’s play’ it. That’s what wetiiedto start. If we 
brought the music to the kids it should be on the 
rado for the kids. 

Katie I tliink it should be too, and I think it's nice 
that in thepastyear alot ofpeople have turned 
around and started to play it. What I dont like is 
when they write "flick off to the narrow minds ths* 

I tliink the narrow way", who do you think that is 
I directed at? 


Al: I tliink they are talking to me. 

| Katie I tliink they’ are too. 

Al: Cause I didnt want to do the record, I thought 
that was meant to me, cause I was the only one that 
fought the record. I was pretty sure it was to me, but 
Gang Green have that song "Narrow Mind" and 
someone said they' just put ft on there but ...I tliink 
its got to be. who else are they directing it to cause 
who else are the}’ directing it to, cause who else is 
there? They are the narrow minded ones. That 
narrow minded thing was to me, it was to the 
people who fight them, it had to be to me. Everyone 
calls me narrow minded so it has to be to me. 

Jimmy: Now that you have established a scene in 
Boston, what do you want to do? 

Al: Put out a record, that’s gonna help us, the band, 
not financially but get ting the music to thepeople. 
the kids. Newbuiy Comics Record, I dont think it’s 
very good, but it is definitely going to help. It cant 
hurt, really. It can only bringmore people into it 
and that can only hdp. 

j Jimmy: So. why arent you on "Boston not LA"? 

Al. Okay . many reasons. I have them written down 
someplace. I think of new’ ones everyday... I tliink 
we should be on it cause we have nothing against 
j most of those bands, we just want the message to 
those bands to be: DO IT YOURSELF. That was 
our message, we do our own gigs, we are into doing 



it the right way, and from the rtart we were not 
goingto do it. First of all we wanted to establish 
our own label. Not because we think M odeni 
M ethod sucks, but because we thought it would be 
confusing and we thought we would start a label tor 
Boston bands to work from and that would be 
known in other cities that this is the label to buy' if 
you want to hear this kind of music I tliink I said 
this to Dreese once and he got all flipped out. He 
o>ot upset cause lie’s worked really hard to establish 
M odem M ethod and he doesn't tliink that I have the 
right to tell him to put out another label. But to me 
this music deserves another label. There is a lot of 
shit you dont want to be part of. I wait to separate 
from M odeni M ethod and create a separate label. 
Another reason was that we wanted to do it 
ourselves. We thought the other bands should do it 
themselves. The bands wanted to be on a 
compilation, every band could have done it. I don’t 
tliink money is a problem, you can always get 
money. They brought some good points, like, who 
is to say this is the first one, but also I didn't tliink 
the scene was ready' for a compilation. Gang Green 
and Jeny’s Kids had just started out. I said, wliy 
don't you wait a couple of months until Negative 
FX, D YS & Co. are ready, that way we w’ould have 
more bands and less songs by each band 

Katie: More quality... 

Al: Yeah plus Gang Green and all those bands 
would have better songs by T now. So he goes, "we 
will do another record then” which shut me up 
quick. It was a good answer cause if he was 
planning on doing another record than what do I 
have to complain about? I had just fucked up our 
second recording session so I was pretty down and 
if we couldn’t get something down on record than 
wemisht as well, there is no sense in being a band, 
so we were pretty much going to end the band I 
said fuck, our last ditch effort would be to tiy and 
record again cause recording was always in the back 
of my mind, and I've flicked up two times, so I said 
we might as well break up and st ait a new band t ly 
and do it again. I was speaking to Dreese and lus 
record was close to coming out , I said give me some 
money and I'll give you a Decontrol recording 
because I flicking had no more money to record 
asain and I figured we might as well document the 
band before it ended I got hooked up with Mr. B 
through Dreese and I asked him to produce us and 
all this shit transpired in a day’. We set up a time to 
do it the next week and it was like we didn't actually 
get any money' from New buiy Comics. Thw had 
nothing to do with it, we were just gonna go in 
there and if we got something maybe we’d do it. I 
just basically’ thought we’d use his money’ and he'd 
get his shit and we’d get ours and we'd all be happy. 
Today’ I still want t o be on that record If he asked 
me today’. I’d siy no but I want to be on there with 
all those bands, cause it's flicking Boston and I 
should be on it. That took alot of thinking not to be 
on it. So anyways that recording session fucked up. 
Never got to do it so we never got on the record. 

We almost went for it, we almost sold out and gave 
in to our better judgment. 

Jimmy : So what doyou tliink of that record? 

Al: I thought it was gonna be a lot stronger, I 
thought from what I had heard in the st ore it was 
coin a to be a lot stronger, but 1 tliink it’s got a lot of 
weakness to it, it^ just not solid. Too many songs 
by the groups. It’s like seven mini EPs kinda and I'd
